I have found manuals for ?early? and late? but not for mine? 
I have 2 in the 18000/19000 series and these use 

some different tubes from the ?early? and the ?late??.mine 
uses 3 x 6HS6 , 1 x 6BE6, 2 x 6BA6? much the same as the 


post-21000 which changed the 6HS6?s to 6EJ7?s. 


The earlier sets than mine used 6BZ6 which became 6BA6 post 


16142?probably all from 16142 to 21000?a total of 4848 sets. 


There may not have been a manual specifically for the model I 

own yet a production of 4848 sets would warrant one owing to 
circuit changes over the early model, visual differences and of 
course the post 21000 model was embryonic so no manual would have 
been produced for it at the stage of my sets being built.
